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ROVINCE PAYS INTEREST 
ON WATERWAYS BONDS 


Second Instalment Totalling $185,000 Paid. To 


Morgans This Week— 


‘Royal Bank Applica= 


tion Adjourned 


The Province of Albenta this week 
paid the second half-yearly  install- 
ment of interest due to the bond hold- 
ers of the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways railway bonds. 

At the rate of five per cent. per an- 
mum, ‘the half yearly insallments 
amount ¢o $185,000, That means that 
the provincial treasury was depleted 
this week to the extemt.o that amount, 
which was paid through Morgan and 
company to the bond holders. 

The half yearly payments fall due 
in July and in January. Last July, 
when the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways railway company defaulted in 
the payment of the first installment of 
imterest, the province paid it, Mor- 
yan's representative, Jas. Fisher, of 
Winnipeg, coming ‘to ithe city to col- 
lect it. 

The second installment fell due 
vhis week, and in view of the fact that 
the province ‘has assumed the respon- 
sibility of the bonds, and has passsed 
legislation appropriating the money 
to he provincial treasury, the provin-e 

cassumes the bonds asa provincial 
debt, and muat pay the interest there- 
on, notwithstanding the fact that the 
courts have not yet decided aretha 
he bond money shail belong to the! 
province, or stil belongs ito the ee 
company. 

The province pays $370,000 yearly as 


interes on the bonds. It collects 
from the banks 3 1-2 per cent yearly 
which is about $250,000, leaving a net 
cost to ithe province of $111,000. {n 
the meantime, since the province com- 
mence acion against the banks o se- 
cure control of the money, the pro- 
vince is attempting to collect 5 per 
cent. from the banks on the money, 
until such time as it is turned over. 
If he pnovince wins in its suit, the 
banks wil be compelled to pay the 
full 5 per cent. to the province, if the 
banks win, hey pay only 3 1-2 per cent. 


Application Postponed. 


The solicitors of the Royal bank 
have consented 0 an adjournment un- 
til the 27th of this month, of the hear- 
ing of their application to include the 
Morgans, the Standard Trust company 
and the Waterways company as co- 
defendants in the suit brought by the 
province. The application will come 
before Chief Justice Harvey on Tues- 
day next, and will then be adjourned 
till the 27h. 

This is in order hat the two appli- 
cations, that by the Royal bank, and 
the applications under inter-pleaders 
by the other two banks, may be heard 
all upon-one day, and thus obviate the 
necessity of the solicitors for the var- 
ious parties making two trips to the 
city.

ADYCCATE UNION 
STOCK YARDS HERE 


Establishment Would Make Ed- 
monton Stock Centre and Give 
Farmers Better Deal 


Union stock yards for Edmonton 
are a possibility within the very near 
future. The city council have ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate the 
possibility of such, the board of trade 
and exhibition associations have un- 
animously favored the scheme, and the 
farmers in the Edmonton district are 
urgent in their demands for a stock 
yards, The tendency is towards the 
early establishment of vyards in the 
city. 

While the establishment of union 
stock yards in Edmonton would make 
this city ithe stock centre of the pro- 
vince, it would create many advantages 
for the farmers whereby they would 
get a better deal in shipping their 
stock to the city. At present they must 
ship direct ito the buyers, thereby are 
at the mercy of the buyers as regards 
prices. Were a union stock yard es- 
tcblished, farmers could consign their 
stuck to the union stock yards, or to 
any of the brokers operating in the 
yards, when it would be sold to the 
highest bidder, or held until such time 
as better prices could be obtained, 

One of the great advantages in a 
union stock yard, is that it brings the 
shipper, broker, and buyer together at 
one central point. 

The Capital publishes on page five 
a picure of the union stock yards at 
Chicago, which grew from a small be- 
ginning, and which are now 640 acres 
in extent. It giyes some idea of what 
coud be done in Edmonton, 

Within the lifetime of one man who 
lives near Ldmonton, the Chicago 
yards have grown to enormous pro- 
portions. That man is W. Wibray, 
who farms at New Norway, and who 
saw the Chicago stock yards grow 
from a meagre beginning. Mr. Wib- 
ray tells an interesting history of the 
growth of the Chioago yards, and the 
advantages that they bring to the 
farmers all over the States, . 


TROLLEY WIRE BREAKS. 


The journey of the southbound Al- 
berta Avenue car was brought to a 
sudden termination this morning at 
9.15 by the breaking of the trolley 
wire. The accident occurred close to 
Willow Avenue on Kirkness_ street, 
and since the breakdown there has 
been no service on the sreet railway 
north of Willow avenue.

NO GUARDIAN islature, Premier Sifton is in duty bound 
NOR TRUSTED while in the east to ask the Dominion gov- 

ernment to hand back to the provinces the 
natural resources, aside from land, which were taken over by the 
dominion authorities by the autonomy act. 

Whether Premier Sifton will succeed is doubtful. The Do- 
minion is reaping enormous returns from the handling of these re- 
sources. It will not surrender them easily. The return to the pro- 
vince in the form of cash is less than he receipts from land alone. 
The province is not only dispessessed. of its water, timber, coal and 
oil, but it is deprived of any voice in the disposal of the same. 
Alberta has been badly used. 

As the arrangement now stands a promoter may secure from 
the department of the interior at Ottawa water privileges which 
might ve used to block any city or town, or even the province itself, 
from developing power for its own use. The water might be tied 
up for all time by privilege granted by that department and the pro- 
vince could not prevent the fastening of a monopoly. The Long 
Sault case, now being discussed at Ottawa, the Trent Valley case 
in which Beck is fighting to prevent a federal order intended to crip- 
ple his hydro-electric, and the famous Coquitlam decision made by 
Frans Uunver, in which he gave to the B. C. Electric water in the 
railway belt required by the city of New Westminster for domestic 
uses, all indcate that the preservation of the water powers from the 
encroachments of monopoly are not as safe in the hands of the fed- 
eral authorities as the interests of the developing province of Alber- 
ta demand that they should be. 

In the terrible devastation by fire to the timber of the province, 
while the department does little or nothing to preserve this resource, 
the province suffers another irreparable loss for which there is no 
compensating consideration. For every tree burned in the north 
country and along the eastern slope of the Rockies some settler will 
have some day to pay. To allow the standing timber of the country 
to be destroyed by fire is negligence on the part of the interior de- 
partment which is little short of criminal. With this resource in the 
hands of the province, the protests which are raised against this 
wanton destruction could not fail to bring some action for the pres- 
ervation of the forests. In the hands of the dominion the destruc- 
tion goes on year after year, the attempts at fire-guarding being little 
short of a burlesque. 

The coal and oil resources of the province are capable of enor- 
mous development and could be made the basis of enormous 
revenue, but according to the terms of the autonomy act, the prov- 
ince has no interest in their development. 

A new deal is required in which the province of Alberta will be 
given the management of its own affairs. The province is compet- 
ent to act for itself, and does not require the services of a guardian or 
a trustee. 

The people of Alberta will watch with interest the reception 
which Premier Sifton’s representations get at Ottawa.

IN FAVOR OF large sacks of money every year on the 
MUNICIPAL beautification of the federal capital and an 
OW NERSHIP electric corporation saves a comparatively 

small sum at the expense of the capital 
city’s beauty by erecting unsightly wooden poles along the principal 
thoroughfares, residential streets and boulevards. The city cor- 
poration has been endeavoring for years to have the poles removed 
from the principal streets and brought into some semblance of de- 
cency or other, but has so far accomplished nothing. The federal 
government, which is anxious to make Ottawa from a landscape and 
architectural point of view a beauty spot, has no license to interfere. 
The company continues to erect the poles, because it has a franchise 
which permits it to do so. 

The matter is worthy of mention not only on account of the fact 
that here is a case where the capital city of the dominion and the fed- 
eral government itself are frustrated in their efforts toward beautifi- 
cation because a thoughtless city council in years gone by gave toa 
private corporation a franchise to use for its own profit and in what- 
soever manner it choose the streets which belonged to the city be- 
fore electricity was harnessd for use for which privilege the fran- 
chise holding corporation returns nothing except its arrogant disre- 
gard for the rights of the citizens of the capital and the dominion. 

Edmonton is better situated. Here no corporation holds a 
franchise of any kind. When the city decides upon a plan of beauti- 
fication there are no stumbling blocks. 

The obvious advantage is a consideration in favor of municipal 
ownership.

Tt will be remembered that at the 
little “battle” (before Montgomery’s 
tavern, Gn December 7, 1837, ‘the in- 
sungent force, alfter exchanging shots 
with the umnilitia for about twenty 
minutes, broke and fled, the greater 
number making their way northward 
toward the ‘back townships of York 
county, where their homes, 
which, but a few days before, they 
lad left on their ‘perilous mission of 
revolution, which had now ended in 
complete failure. 

“It evidently appearing that uc- 
cess for the insurgents was, at that 
time, impossible,” mildly writes Mac- 
kenzie in opening ‘his account of his 
own flight, “the colonel (the veteran 
Van Egmond) and many others gave 
way, and crossed the field to the

Ten miles to the northwest of 
ronto Mackenzie felt in avith Van 
Eemond, the old soldier who ‘had, 
nominally at least, directed the rebels’ 
military operaions wn that fatal af- 
ternoon, Like Mackenzie, the sol- 
dier was fleecing for safety, whidh he 
was destined never again kinow, 
for shortly afterward he was captured 
taken to Toronto, and confined in the 
common jail, where he died of nea 
muitic fever before he couklibe brought 
up for trial. ‘A little later Mackenzie 
fell in with Lount, his first dieutenant 
lin the campaign.

Seven years later the high sheriff 
and Mackenzie met, and, writes the 
latter, “we had a hearty laugh over 
his ineffectual exertions to catch a 
tebel in 1837.’ 

All that day Mackenzie remained i 
the straw-stack, and when the ene 
came up to feed his pigs, he brought 
the fugitive bottles of hot water to 
warm his feet, a bottle of tea and 
bread and butter. 

With the return of darkness, Mac- 
kenzie resumed his journey well aware 
that the country was overrun by men 
looking for him and that nearly every 
farm house in the district had been 
searched many times. 

During the early part of his career 
in Canada, Mackenzie had for ten o7 
twelve years carried on a book anil 
drug business in the town of Dundas, 
near Hamilton, and upon arriving at 
the town during his flight, he meta 
friend, who placed at his service an 
excellent saddle horse. He now con- 
tinued his journey with greater speed 
and comfort. He then made for 
mountain country Hamilton,’ 
and Aneaster, obtained 
fram an old comrade, Jacob Rymal, a 
fresh mount which enabed him to 
push on without delay.

Prof. Edwards intimated that Dr, Re- 
vell was inclined to think the deep 
wells responsible for the outbreak and 
vot the river proper. There was both 
the possibility of the river bank a 
short distance above the power house 
having becoming contaminate and 
thereby infecting the drainage into the 
wells or the trunk sewer to the south 
of the plant may shave developed a 
leakage which being upon a higher 
level could have percolated into the 
wells.
